The former German elementary school, a 
four-story brick building in Tannenwalde (5),°5''/20°27'=), was used as an 
officers’ club, An air force headquarters was located in four otner houses. 
The former Tannenwalde estate was converted into a ration supply depot of the 
air force division stationed at the airfielc. . 


_@, The fielc hac.an east-west concrete rumvay about 50 to GO meters wide. lifteen 
former RAD (Reichs Lebor Service) huts were set up by [Vs at the eastern edge 
of the field... An administration building, two fuel tanks about 6 meters Lon- 
and 2 meters in diameter, anc six ammunition bunkers which had been built by 
the Gorran Air torce wore at the field. Aircraft armament ammunition and light 
borbs were stored in the bunkers.
